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E Sierra Madreans 
who can plant sweet 
peas from early Au¬ 
gust until March and 
have these gay and 
beautiful flowers at 
their very best for 
more than six months 
in the year are fortunate, indeed. 
Our seeds planted about August 
1 amply reward the home garden¬ 
er with gorgeous blooms in 100 
days or less and the plantings 
that go in a little later than this 
come into things of rare beauty in 
only a very little longer time, so 
that we may have brilliant color 
and cheerfullness in the garden 
and in the home from November 
until July if we were to raise 
nothing but sweet peas. 

The plantings that will go into 
the ground during the next couple 
of weeks will give the delightful 
effect in the gardens that we so 
much want to have for our own 
satisfaction and as a matter of 
civic pride, for they will very 
greatly add to the appearance of 
the whole city when many thou¬ 
sands come to our Wistaria Fete 
and when we want to look our 
really best as a community—to 
wear our "best bib and tucker." 

The Early Flowering Spencer 
Sweet Peas have been developed 
particularly for outdoor winter 
bloom, where it does not get cold 
enough to freeze them. These are 
the large flowering long-stemmed 
sweet peas, and are a great im¬ 
provement in comparison with 
those older types of years ago. 

Your sweet peas will be no bet¬ 
ter than the soil preparations you 
make for them. It is a common 
practice among successful Sweet 
Pea growers to dig a trench 18 
to 24 inches deep and mix thor¬ 
oughly with the soil, barnyard 
fertilizer, sheep manure or in the 
absence of these, a liberal quan¬ 
tity of steamed bonemeal, and a 
few pounds of agricultural sul¬ 
phur. The soil should contain con¬ 
siderable humus such as leaf 
mold or any other organic mat¬ 
ter. 

In freshly turned soil, open a 
furrow three or four inches deep, 
sow the seeds at the bottom of 
this furrow at the rate of about 
one ounce to about 30 or 40 feet. 
Cover the seed to a depth of one 
inch, firm the soil to the seed, 
leaving a loose mulch of soil on 
top. Do not sprinkle or irrigate 
for with proper soil preparation 
in advance of planting there 
should be sufficient moisture to 
germinate the seeds without the 
application of additional' water. 
Sprinkling crusts the surface, ex¬ 
cludes the air, and sometimes 
causes poor germination. 

Provide a trellis and train the 
young plants up as soon as they 
have tendrils. While the plants are 
young they should be thinned, to 
give them room to develop. The 
flowers should be picked every 
day after blooming season com¬ 
mences. If left to mature seeds, 
the flowering season wall be 
shortened, for once the plant has 
succeeded in maturing its seeds, 
it has completed its life cycle. 

It is well to keep sweet peas

WINTER FLOWERING PLANTS 

Camellias—The exquisite, wax¬ 
like blossoms of the camellia have 
made this plant very popular for 
the landscaped garden. It will 
thrive best in a shady or at least 
partially shady location. It begins 
1 to bloom shortly before Christmas 
i and continues for two or three 
months. The plant is fairly hardy 
to cold. It does not like too much 
fertilizer. It can be supplied in 
several colors but the variety 
called Pink Perfection is by far 
the favorite. It is very double and 
perfectly formed. The color is a 
soft, shell-pink. It is reproduced 
by cuttings but is difficult to 
root and very slow growing. 

Daphne—This shrub is in a 
class with' the Camellia. It has 
dark green foliage similar to the 
Camellia but its flowers are borne 
in clusters at the terminals of 
the branches. During the winter 
months it is covered with these 
blooms which are famous for their 
delightful perfume. The Daphne 
will grow in either sun or shade, 
and its growth is low and spread¬ 
ing. 

Heathers— There are a great 
many varieties of Heather or Eri¬ 
cas. They all seem to thrive here 
in our mild climate. Most of them 
bloom in the winter, too. The fa¬ 
vorite variety for the garden is 
Erica Melanthera or "Christmas 
Heather.” This variety is covered 
with lavendar-plnk flowers from 
December until March. The long 
sprays of flowers are splendid for 
cutting for bouquets and for a 
mass of color in the garden, it 
is one of the most desirable of 
the winter flowering shrubs. 

Erica Regerminarts is another 
good variety. It grows into a 
smaller shrub than the above and 
the color is a little deeper. 

All Heathers should be planted 
in full .sunshine and where they 
have good drainage. Never plant 
Heather in lawns for there they 
receiv too much water. 

They are fussy about food also 
and if given an overdose of fer¬ 
tilizer, will become sick at once. 
If your heather begins to look yel¬ 
low in the foliage, look for two 
things to be the matter—too much 
water or too much fertilizer, or 
both. 

Chorizema—An extremely beau¬ 
tiful shrub that is half climbing 
if trained against some support. 
The foliage is holly-leaf shaped 
and the blossoms on slender sprays 
are pansy shaped, in orange and 


cerise. The Chorizena will grow in 
either sun or shade but we be¬ 
lieve it really does best where it 
gets just the morning sun. 

Plroma Splenders—The brilliant 
purple blossoms of this shrub al¬ 
ways commands attention. The 
foliage is thick and velvety. The 
plant is apt to grow tall and 
leggy and should be prunnedjust 
as soon as it is through bloom¬ 
ing. The plant will grow in full 
sun or partially shady spots. 


thoroughly watered for the first 
few weeks of their growth, but 
when blooming Season begins, too 
much water may cause the buds 
to fall from the stems, in which 
case sprinkling or irrigation should 
cease, and cultivation should be 
practiced, leaving a loose mulch 
of soil on the surface. Do not 
cultivate too deeply or too close 
to the plants themselves as there 
is danger of disturbing the root 
system. 

Best results are obtained by in¬ 
oculating sweet pea seeds with a 
bacterial culture before planting.
